Four Chinese youths were 
booked Friday for the murder of 
a 41-year-old black man who was 
shot to death at the Doggie Diner 
at Arguello and Geary boulevards. 

Police believe that the four are 
also _ responsible for “sKki masK” 
robberies_ including the hold-ups 
of the Dupont Market，Sam Wo's 
Restaurant，and the Ruby Palace 
(了 E/W Mar. 21). 

Police said witnesses to the 
shooting last week led officers to 
a house at 412 Arguello where the 
four allegedly fled after the shoot- 
ing. Officers recovered items in- 
cluding several blue ski masks. 

Booked for investigation of the 
murder of William Silas Hackney 
Were Robert Louie, 19,， and three 
juveniles. 

Hackney，his 27-year-old wife 
Christine,， and their 11-months-old 
son had stopped at _ the diner 
shortly after 1 p.m. for a snack. 

Four Chinese youths blocked 
the driveway，but finally gave way 
and let the car enter.

BILL TO REPEAL 
TEACHER REQUIREMENT 


OLYMPIA, Wash.--A bill spon- 
Sored by four Seattle legislators 
and introduced at the. request of 
the Govemor's Asian American 
Advisory Councl，will repeal an 
existing state law requiring that 
Persons be United States citizens 
or have filed papers declaring their 
intention to become citizens in 
order to teach in the state's com- 
mon schools. 

The bill's sponsors，Reps. Jobhn 
Eng, William Chatalas, Jefft Douth- 
waite and Peggy Maxie, believe the 
teaching prohibition is in conflict 
with the U.S Constitution and 
other federal and state laws. 

The state attorney general has 
reached the same conclusion and 
recommended its repeal.

China scienfisfs 
study acupuncture 


NEW YORK 一 Chinese scientists 
are conducting research to deter- 
mine why acupuncture apparently 
works as an anesthetic in so mmany 
Surgical cases，according to the 
New York Times. Earlier this 
month a research team at the In- 
stitute of Physiology in Shanghai 
reported to a group of American 
Visitors on its findings in a series 
of animal experiments to deter- 
mine how the twirling of the 
Strategically Placed needles pro- 
duces an analgesic or anesthetic 
effect. 

Based on these experiments and 
a thorough review of a half-million 
operations performed under acu- 
Puncture anesthetic since 1965， 
the research team has formed the 
hypothesis that the twirling of the 
needles，either manually or elec- 
trically，in some way interferes 
with the transmission of pain 
through the _ central nervous sys- 
tem . 

EXPERIMENTS 

Although acupuncture has been 
in use in Chinese medicime for sev- 
eral thousand years，and has re- 
cently come into prominence as a 
surgical anesthetic，the scientific 
community lacks a theoretical sci- 
entific base forexplaining how the 
techniques of acupuncture pro- 
duce their effects. 

The Shanghai research team, un- 
der the supervision of Dr. Chang 
Hsiang-tung，3a physiologist who 
Specializes in brain research，are 
attempting to develop such a the- 
oretical basis through their experi- 
ments with rats and rabbits. 

In one experiment, the research- 
ers ineasured ablindfolded rabbit's 


tolerance of the pain from a radi- 
ant heat lamp both before and 
after anesthetic acupuncture. The 
rabbit was found to tolerate the 
heat for an average of three times 
as long after acupuncture. 
VIBRATION 

In another series of experiments 
the_ team monitored Physical re- 
sSponses Such as muscular electrical 
discharge durmng acupuncture，in 
order to establish the physiologi- 
cal nature of vibration perceived 
by the doctor as he operates the 
needles. It was found that this 
Vibration corresponds to a change 
in electrical activity and that when 
the central nervous System fails to 
function, as happens under general 
anesthesia，this _ vibration ceases 
along with a return to normal elec- 
tric discharge in the muscle. 

In experiments with rats it was 
found possible to _ measure a de- 
crease in electrical activity in the 
pain centers in the thalamus after 
the animal received acupuncture. 

MORE RESEARCH 

Although these measurable re- 
Sponses to acupuncture have been 
demonstrated, researchers still can- 
not explain what _ mechanism 
causes these responses.It is knowmn 
that acupuncture rarely eliminates 
pain，but rather modifies the per- 
ception of its nature and intensity. 
It is also recognized that the spinal 
cord must be intact for acupunc- 
ture to act throughout the body. 
These findings，which have not 
yet been published in the scientific 
journals, point the way to further 
research on effects to the central 
nervous System.

However，the persistent racial prejudices in our commnu- 
nity have found violent expression among some of the 
young，as we can see im the tragic events recently. Our 
silence and tolerance of discrimination and bias toward the 
non-Chinese minorities have backfired. 


America is a nation of many racial groups and cultures， 
Each has a right to live and an obligation to contribute to 
this nation. It ls pure fantasy for Chinese Americans, or any 
other 处 oup, to think that we can live in isolation. Itiis mad- 
ness to think that we could solve racial problems through 
violence and intimldation , 

We call on Chinese American organizations and all Chi- 
nese of good will to repudiate violence and send condo- 
lences to the families of the victims of the recent killings. 
Our community representatives must work with others to 
find a way to ease the tensions in the schools. Our journals 
must exercise responsibility in reporting so rumors will have 
Do chance to breed. Our schools must create courses on eth- 
nic understanding so pupils will have enough facts to coun- 
ter the blases they may pick up at home， 

We mnust learn to live _ harmoniously with one another， 
There simply is no other way.

Aside from recent concert 
performances by two American 
pianists and a Swiss cellist，this 
was the first concert of Western 
music in China since the cultural 
revolution. John Pritchard，con- 
ductor of the orchestra，said the 
audience seemed “very informed.”

Although the unemployment rate 
in the Bay Area declined to five 
Per cent in January，this still rep- 
resents a substantial number of 
people out of work. Employers 
may be reluctant or fnd it un- 
necessary to hire and train new 
workers Such as students when a 
pool of skilled labor is available，” 
he sald. 

Lim said the competition for 
Summer jobs was keen. He said 
there were several large colleges 1 
the Bay Area: UC- Berkeley，City 
College，California State Univer- 
Sity at San Francisco, and the Uni- 
versity of San Francisco. He said 
hligh school students would find it 
difficult to compete with college 
students.
